WABHINGTON, Oct. 198.—The new 
peace treaties with Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary were ratified by 
the Senate tn a session last night, the 
vote being 66 to 20 for the German 
and Austrian treaties, or eight more 
than the necessary two-thirds, while 
the opposition on the Hungarian 
treaty was reduced to 17. 

This action completes the admin- 
istration’s immediate peace program, 
but, after the formal exchange of 
ratifications between the Powers, it 
is expected that diplomatic officers 
will be appointed and normal rela- 
tions fully resumed through negotia- 
tion of trade agreements and in other 
ways which have not yet been an- 
nounced. 

Both Germany and Austria have 
already accepted and ratified the 
treaties and parliamentary action is 
expected to be completed tn Hun- 
gary at an early date. 

Fourteen »*Democrata supported 
ratification on the final roll call.

CANDY SENT 10 NURSE 
MAKES SEVEN ILL 


Postoffice Inspectors Search for 
Sender of Box Containing 
Poison to Chicago Institution. 


By the Associated Presa. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Search for 


the sender of a box of poisoned 
candy, responsible for the critical 
iliness of seven nurses at the West 
End Hospital, is being conducted to- 
day by postoffice inspectors. 


and was addressed to Miss Helen 
Rosenfeld, a 17-year-old student 
nurse. It contained home-made 


fudge, analysis of which by Dr. H. 
D. Valin, laboratory expert of the 
institution, is said to show that the 
supposedly deadly poison was in all 
the candy. 

A card with the box read, “From 
a patient who was an ardent ad- 
mirer. This candy was faithfully 
made.” 

The girl invited six other nurses 
to share the candy with her and 
within a few minutes all became IIL 

The red pepper with which the 
taste of the poison in the candy was 
concealed aroused the suspicions of 
one of the nurses, and the superin- 
tendent of nurses was notified. Ina 
few minutes, when all became vio- 
lently ill, the etaff physicians were 
called. 

Following a preliminary investi- 
gation it was said that two brothers 
had been found who had each paid 
attention to Miss Rosenfeld. The 
authorities say that each claimed he 
was engaged to the girL 

Patients who have come under the 
care of the girl nurses in the last few 
weeks will be questioned, the post- 
office authorities said. 

Miss Rosenfeld was an Austrian 
refugec.

No Guarantees at Philadciphia.

Time to Clean Up. 

The muffled shriek comes from the 
wrestling promoters. The New York 
Athletic Commission has done some- 
thing now in making rules to gov- 
ern wrestling. All wrestlers com- 
peting in New York have to take 
out licenses, which are revokable for, 
cause. 

Yow! but that’s tough on the poor, 
wrestlers. Mighty seldom a big | 
wrestling match is pulled off with- 
out cause for someone or other to 
lose a license. , 

Then toe holds, head locks and 
scissors are barred as being “too 
punishing.” That takes away half 
the advertising. Heretofore deadly 
enemies of the mat have been able 
to get columns of publicity about the 
awful things they are likely to do to 
the other fellow. Now they can only 
wrestle. 

The Commissidh didn’t mention 
that head locks, ecissors, toe holds 
and all the rest of the “torture stuff” 
has been a great convenience in 
faking wrestling matches. Often and 
often the dear public has sat gasping 
while one hero or the other writhed 
around tht mat, pounding on the 
floor with his hands in well simu- 
lated agony, refusing obstinately to 
give in, only to break away eventu- 
ally and retaliate with some torture 
stunt of his own. It helped im- 
mensely to make the matches desper- 
ate, see-saw affairs, to the entire 
satisfaction of the deluded spectators.

The information of the impossibility of a bond issue 
is tardy. Why the proposal of a bond issue by Mr.

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THE PAOCIFIO QUESTION. 

The public language of diplomacy has ever been 
one of generalities, which may mean anything or 
nothing, and of euphemisms designed to hide the true 
intent. But in a world order where’ common law 
crimes, when committed on an international scale, not 
uncommonly evoke the world’s admiration and ap- 
plause, the language of diplomacy has probably re- 
quired a distinct vocabulary. 

The international conference to assemble {n Wash- 
ington next month is officially designated as a con- 
ference on limitation of armament. That is its diplo- 
matic title. If we were to describe it in plain, un- 
varnished English, it would be heralded as a confer- 
ence for the purpose of endeavoring to put an end 
'to the robbery and exploitation of a rich but weak 
Oriental state by international highwaymen, each bent 
| upon seizing the greatest possible loot, so that there 
| might be avoided the usual conflict among those di- 
| viding up the spoils; and that, in place of this free- 
| for-all scramble, the states agree to substitute a policy 


| of fair deajing with the victim under equal opportuni- 


, tes for all. 

There is only one serious problem in the Pacific 
and Far East, and that is the Chinese problem, the 
resumption of the scramble to partition China into 
separate and exclusive spheres following the disinte- 
gration of the open-door policy during the Great War. 
If Japan is more aggressive and voracious than the 
other Powers, it is they who set the example toward 
the close of, last century in extorting so-called leases 
and spheres of influence and interests.

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RECKONING WITH THE INEVITABLE. 
The general agitation of the employer interest for 
wage reductions is, of course, subject to discount. 
There may occur, however, a situation whereby defla- 
tion in a certain class of wages would redound to the 
benefit of a very much larger number of workers 
than profit by existing scales. 

Discussion of wage matters by the Mayor’s Unem- 
ployment Commission ‘raises the question whether 
such a condition is not existent in St. Louis today. 
James W. Byrnes, speaking in connection with the 
building situation, said that labor is higher in St. 
Louis than anywhere else in the United States. Also 
he declared that the average wage scale in St. Louis is 
$1.09 per hour, as against 83 cents for the country. 

A letter from a construction company was read to 
the commission stating that the company was con- 
templating the erection within 90 days of a $5,000,00¢ 
hotel and that it would employ union labor providing 
the unions would reduce their wage scale 30 per cent. 
The point for labor in its own interest to consider 
is that St. Louls cannot indefinitely maintain wage 
scales higher than other cities and higher than the 
operations of industry will support, and that a scale 
which paralyzes industry and impedes employment | 
defeats its own purpose.

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GREAT BRITAIN AT THE CONFERENCE. 

The British Empire will be represented at the dis- 
armament conference by a distinguished delegation, 
which will include Premier Lloyd George “as soon as 
conditions permit.” Other names, such as Balfour, 
Geddes, Borden, are as familiar almost in the United 
States as are those of our own public men, but a 
vague disappointment is likely to be felt, we imagine, 
at the omission of Gen. Smuts’ name from the list. 

Probably there is no other statesman in the world 
who commands the same degree and quality of public 
trust and confidence as does the great South African 
leader. His was one of the few voices at Versailles 
that spoke the words of justice and equity sincerely. 
His influence at Washington would be on the side of 
peace and for decisions and policies making for amity | 
and good will among the nations. |

past by what Prof. Moorehead says of the 
Cahokia Mounds! Were was the primitive me- 
tropolis of all that part of the continent north 
of the Rio Grande, and to this common cen- 
ter the Indians came by way of all the great 
rivers centering hereabout.

We are too much disposed to think of the In- 
dians as always at war and without intercom- 
munication. They had a lot of it. We know 
this from the testimony of artifacts carried to 
every part of the country—from seashells found 
in the mounds of Missouri, from Wyoming ob- 
sidian found in Ohio—and from many another 
thing of the land or the sea, the mountain or 
the plain, which had been traded ‘around be- 
tween the tribes. 

It is not true that the Ind!fans were always at

_ war. No doubt they enjoyed both peace and its 


blessings. It was not a nation at war that 
bullt the Cahokia Mounds. Considering the fa- 
cilities for such construction, we have nothing 
of our own in the country comparing with 
them. Some evening, when your children are 
home fresh from mathematics, get them to com- 
pute for you the task of building the great 
mound alone in terms of individual workers 
carrying so much earth to a load. Years ago, 
when the spring rains were falli g, one could 
stand upon the summit of the great mound and 
see easily the excavations made by removing 
the dirt. Perhaps in the rainy season one may 
see them now. It was labor paralleling that of 
building the pyramids, and it must have occu- 
pied thousands of people through a long period 
of time. 

But let us pass that and look with Prof. 
Moorehead upon that old St. Louis of another 
time—the city between the river and the bluffs 
——@ great gray city sprawling upon the level 
plain—the smoke rising from its lofty temple— 
the fields beautiful with corn and tobacco— 
the mounds rising to their original beauty in 
the broght glow of the sun—and primitive traf- 
fic coming and going by water and trail! . 

How many people lived over there? Prof. 
McGee thought they must have numbered a 
hundred thousand. He did not see how they 
could have been fewer than that and stil] have 
built the Cahokia Mounds. They had no beasts 
of burden and probably carried earth in skins. 
The great mound is at this time 102 feet high 
and covers in excess of 16 acres. That was 
task enough to terrify even the tyrant of Syra- 
cuse. It is possible that slaves built the 
mounds. Slavery was as natural to men every- 


where as it ts to the United States Steel Core 


poration. It was not invented by the paleface. 
But what we want you to share with us is 


| the vision of that old metropolis of the United 


States—the original New York, as Prof. Moore- 
head terms it—a city that was and is not—a 
place made fascinating to us by mystery and 
silence. | 

One thing we ought to rece!l is that the river 
made Cahokia, ag the river e St. Louls and 
must continue to make any other city in this 
great valley. We forgot that for.a while. May- 
be Cahokia forgot it and thus perished, as we 
must perish when the river goes into decay. 
The Indian, it seems, got about a great deal. 
Many a voyager from a far country came into 
this port In the time when Cahokia was alive 
and the chanting of the priests could be heard 
from as far away as our own mounds on the 
east wind. The common tradition among all 
the tribes fs that they came from a place far 
distant. The Aztecs had this tradition. They 
came from the north. The archeologist thinks 
he has traced them from the Animas Valley 
in Southwestern Colorado to the famous Ana- 
huac Valley tn Mexico. A good many people 
think the Indlans came from Asia by way of

Behring Strait—but you read «ourself out of 
that when you keep learning how the whole 
world was found populated, even to the isles of 
the sea. Races spread from points of origin, 
perhaps; but the genus homo was ubiquitous 
when history began. Adam was apparently a 
host, and Eves were thicker than Vallombrosa 
leaves. 

This is a fine subject, and we are glad to 
know that Prof. Moorehead e=pects to work at 
Cahokia for five years. We rejoice in his opin- 
ion that the culture of Cahokia cannot be un- 
earthed in less time than that. Through those 
five years we can learn about those who were 
here before -us—the builders of another me- 
tropolis where there was bound to be a me- 
tropolis and shall be one always. Whatever our 
mistakes, we were never mistaken about the 
place to have a great city. It was demonstrat- 
ed before us. Probably Laclede, looking for 
the place where he was to found the city, did 
no more than locate across the river from a 
decision made for him at Cahokia by other men. 

Anyway, it is-good to see archeology coming 
into good repute. It is good to see the people 
who have Indian relics relieved from snaspicion 
of being cracked and elevated to the proud es- 
tate of science. It ig good to see Cahokia com- 
ing out of the smoke and the smell of the Hast 
Side—a wonderful and a shining thing, glowing 
finely of the past. '
